SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS INDICATED THE GA PRESIDENT PLANNED TO ANNOUNCE 
THAT ALTHOUGH THE QUESTION OF PALESTINE HAD BEEN CONSIDERED ALREADY, 
THE GA WAS SEIZED WITH A NEW RESOLUTION AND IF THERE WERE NO 
OBJECTIONS HE WOULD PROPOSE THAT THE GA VOTE ON IT. 

ISRAELIS INFORMED US THEY INTEND TO REGISTER PROTEST

USUN'S REVIEW SUPPORTS CONCLUSION THAT THERE WERE PRACTICALLY 
NO 31ST GA GENERAL DEBATE SPEECHES OTHER THAN COMMUNIST BLOC 
OR HARD-CORE RADICAL NONALIGNED ONES WHICH SPECIFICALLY 
SINGLED OUT THE US FOR GRATUITOUS CRITICISM. USUN WOULD JDUGE 
BENIN, GUINEA, GUINEA BISSAU, LAOS, LIBYA AND MOZAMBIQUE ALL 
TO FALL INTO THE "HARD-CORE, RADICAL NONALIGNED" CATEGORY.
